of State to other interested departments and agencies, this Hat, 
tbsrefore, gives arole precedent for SUte Deparasnt ohairwm and 
eecretarles of int«rdepart»sntsl co*ittees along the lines proposed 
for the Mationsl Intelligence Authority. Eecognitloo of this type 
of organ! sati CO V ths President and other Oovemment offtcialc is 
clearly indicated.

the letter from the President establishing the Executive 
Cosmdttee on Bcoooslc Pbrelgn Policy furnishes clear evidence 
that the Ptestdaat looks to the Department of State to take 
the Xeadarsbip in interdepartmental coasilttees dealing with 
foreign affairs. 

It should also be noted that I have been unable to dlBOO^r 
any precedent for an interdepartmental committee with a secretariat 
independent of any single department or agency of the Qoverzzaent. In 
the case of all other interdepartmental coasditees which I have noted 
the secretariat is furnished normally the department or «««oy 
of primary interest, mcoept for a few cowBittees viiose secretariat Is 
furnished Jointly hr ^ parUolpating agencies. |
